It was the beginning of the end in September 1988 
— the end of the fifteenth decade of Hollins histo¬ 
ry. The sesquicentcnnial graduating class entered as 
freshmen this year, and they arrived to a new era — 
a time when students assumed more responsibility 
for themselves and participated more fully in self- 
governance. 

One of the more striking changes to take place in 
student life was the new policy of 24-hour male 
visitation on weekends for selected residence halls. 
After a trial period last spring, provisional rules 
were enacted allowing students to take responsibil¬ 
ity for their visitors. At the same time, hall supervi- 
sion was accomplished by part-time volunteers 
working in Roanoke or attending classes during 
the day and only staying on campus in the eve¬ 
nings. To further allow for the new extent of stu¬ 
dent self-governance, the Campus Life Committee 
became the Student Conduct Council, and the 
Honor Court re-evaluated and strengthened its po¬ 
sition. 

The new major in Communication Studies, with 
department head Jane Tumas-Serna, was inaugu¬ 
rated in the fall of 1988, and it was strongly sup¬ 
ported by the student body. The new major repre¬ 
sented a victory for interested students who had 
spent hours assisting faculty and administration in 
designing the required course of study.

Construction on the new gymnasium approached 
the finishing point, and plans began to renovate 
Tayloe Gymnasium to accomodate some indoor 
sports more fully. To commemorate the expansion 
of Hollins's athletic facilities, a project was under¬ 
taken to design a mascot for the Hollins athletic 
teams and fill a 147-year-old void. 

It was a year of beginnings for Hollins, in which 
many aspects of residential and academic life were 
changed But Hollins remains essentially the same, 
and the changes only reflect its essential purpose 
and truth to prepare women for life and for the 
challenges of the world
